tion eventual overall costs resulting from the inaccessability of the 
Swick site could amount to close to $1,000,000, all coming from tax- 
payers' pockets. 


Broken into its components this figure includes: 
Approximately $375,000 for school bus service over 50 years 


Stating that school bus rental is $3,000 a year and that a minimum of 
five such vehicles would be requir-. 
ed each year, Mr. Schaeffer esti- 
mates that total costs of 
such 


transportation for 50 years would 
cost the area $750,000, half of 
which would be returned by state 
aid.

Washington (S) — The Labor 


Department says fewer workers 
were idled by work stoppages be- 
ginning in October than in any 
corresponding month since 1948. 


The department's statistics bu- 


reau also said that preliminary 
estimates showed a marked im- 
provement in the situation over 
October a year ago. 


The bureau said 325 stoppages 


beginning this October idled 130,- 


000 workers compared with 431 
new stoppages in October 1953. 
directly affecting 214,000 workers. 


Including stoppages that began 


earlier, there were 525 in effect 
in October, idling 190,000 workers 
for an estimated one million man- 
days. In October 1955, the depart- 
ment said, there were 654 stop- 
pages in 
effect, idling 292,000 


workers for 2,470,000 man-days.

BRITAIN'S PLEA FOR HELP 


In the opinion of feature writers in Washington 


Britain's plea for permission to pass up payment of 
nearly $82,000,000 due to this country at year's end 
has drawn promises of sympathetic consideration 
from key senators. 


As Associated Press writer Milton Kelly says the 


reaction at the State Department was similar, but 
officials indicated the Eisenhower administration will 
ask Congress to rule on the British request. Doubt is 
'expressed that the executive agencies had authority 
to take final action. 


Congress does not convene until Jan. 3. The pay- 


ment is due Dec. 31, but it appeared that the question 
would be left hanging fire until .Congress has had time 
to consider it. 


The London appeal, coming on the heels of British- 


French invasion of Egypt, in effect amounted to a 
request to this country to share the cost of that U. S.- 
opposed venture. 


Britain's chancellor of the exchequer, Harold Mac- 


millan, told Parliament this \\eek his country's gold 
and dollar reserves have shrunk. He says the request 
to the United States was a step essential to protect 
the stability of the British pound sterling and save it 
from devaluation which would have repercussions 
around the world. 


The $82,000,000 Is an interest payment—71 million 


due on a U. S postwar loan of 3Vs billion dollars and 
11 millions on a 600-million-dollar sum agreed to as 
settlement of Britain's World War II lend-lease ac- 
count with the United States. 


Also due Dec. 31 are payments of 57 million dollars 


in the principal of these two accounts. This sum is 
not affected by the British request. 


"If the British can't pay, they can't pay," Chair- 


man Hayden (D-Ariz) of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee told a reporter. Hayden said he would go 
-along with an emergency "waiver" of the interest 
payment—the term used by Macmillan in describing 
the request. 


Sen. George (D-Ga.), retiring chairman of the Sen- 


ate Foreign Relations Committee, says, "I anticipate 
sympathetic consideration of a modification or post- 
ponement" of the interest payment. 


Sen. Wiley (R-Wis.1, the Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee's senior R-epublican member, says he feared 
failure to grant the request might set off "a harmful 
economic chain reaction" from which the -\\hole free 
world would suffer.

Is Always Emotional Honesty

BECAUSE a friend's kitchen clock was slow, Fred was nearly an 


hour late for supper. His father was angrily sarcastic. He 


- said, "If a slow clock is the best alibi you can think of, don't bother 
with one." 


The next day Fred fold his mother he was thinking of running 


away. She told his father, who decided to handle the threat as a 
similar one of his own childhood had been handled. Calling Fred 
to him, he said. "I hear you're thinking of leaving home. Well, just 
let us know when you plan to go—and we'll help you pack your 
things." 


The emotional dishonesty of this response to Fred's threat makes 
it a foolish one. 


If a child runs away, we become frantic, not just with fear for 


, his safety, but that we have failed him in some way. Were Fred 
to make good on his threat, the father who has pretended disinterest 
would pay for his falsehood in suffering. 


^TF ever there's a time for emotional honesty from us, it's when a 


youngster tells us he's going to run away. It's the time for base- 


rock feeimg put into words like this, "No, we aren't going to let 
you run away. It's a dangerous thing for a child to do. So we have 
to keep you here at home, not just for your sake, but for ours, too 
We'd be miserable without you and want you right here with us." 


The situation demands our true feeling because the child himself 


has expressed untrue feeling. Fred does not want to run away from 
home. If he wanted to, he would not warn us of h>s intention to 
do it, but would work out his getaway in secret. Fred's threat is 
really a disguised plea that we make home happier for him. 
V 
'TF, like his father, we allow his insincere threat to provoke double- 


talk from us. too, neither discovers anything true about the other. 


Though the child may not run away from us physically, we can 
remain as distant from him as though he had. 
. The answer lies in always speaking oxit the simple truth of our 
affectionate and responsible feeling for the child. What happens is 
that he instantly recognizes our reality—and responds to it with his 
,bwn. Usually, he bursts into tears, crying out, "Why did you say 
1 was lying about the clock yesterday? I WASN'T lying, daddy! 
It was the truth I told you. . . .'' 
' But he can't discard falseness until we have discarded it first.

Because she has "the most beau- 


tiful legs at the Met," pretty Miss 
Miller—who happens to be mar- 
ried to an Air Force major and is 
the mother of two children—gets 
most of the young boy roles in 
opera here.

Pork and Chickens Lead 


Wee&s food Store Bargains 


By The Associated 


Housewives will find bargains a- 


plenty in the nation's food markets 
this weekend witli beef, pork and 
chicken leading the parade. 


Chicken is far and away the out- 


standing buy. One big chain has 
slashed its price of dressed, oven- 
ready broilers and fryers to the 
lowest level since this type of 
poultry has been pre-packaged for 
the retail trade. The New York 
retail price: 29 cents a pound. 


Beef prices are down from last 


week and considerably below the 
high levels which prevailed as re- 
cently as September. One major 
food chain operating across the 
country has trimmed the price of 
its round rcast top or bottom to 
69 cents a pound for the coming 
weekend, a reduction of 20 cents. 


If you crave sirloin steak, you'll 


find prices anywhere from -4 to 6 
cents a pound lower in many parts 
of the country. 


Generally speaking, beef .prices 


are still somewhat higher than 
they were at "this time last year. 
But by and large, they're indica- 
tions are that they'll go still lower 
in the next few weeks. 


Pork prices are down, too. In 


many of .the larger cities you'll find 
center cut pork chops anywhere 
from -i to 10 cents a pound lower 
than they were last weekend. 
Lamb and veal are unchanged in 
some cities, lower in others. 


Best buy in vegetables this 


week, according to the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, is canned 
sweet corn. 
Supplies are at a 


record high.

ber we get without stamps If they 
have no return address, they are 
lost, of course.

3. Separate and tie lnt« IN- 


TOWN and OUT-OF-TOWN bund- 
les and label them with the con- 
spicuous red and white labels we 
furnish free. 


4. If you do mail any 2c cards, 


despite the chances called to your 
attention above, tie them separ- 
ately from your first-class cards; 
also in IN-TOWN and 
OUT-OF-

5. If you want any undeliver-

Tuck spent last winter at this 


U. S. base 800 miles from, the Pole 
and has been picked to head the 
Navy team that will winter in at 
the Pole itself with the scientific 
expedition headed by Dr. Siple. 
The Americans, brought by air- 
planes, are the first persons 
to 


set foot at the Pole since the his- 
toric summer of 1911-12 when it 
was first reached by an expedi- 
tion under Roald Amundsen of 
Norway. A few weeks later Capt. 
Robert Falcon Scott 'led a five- 
nian British expedition to the Pole 
and found to their dismay 
they 


had been, beaten. 
Scott and his 


four companions died in a'blizzard 
en route back to the coast. Their 
bodies and diary notes were found 
a year later.

$4,200; Women Drew $2,700 


Washington 
(.3?)—Men 
who 


worked at full-time jobs through- 
out 1955 earned an average of 
,54,200, or $1,500 greater than the 
average for women, the 
Census 


Bureau reveals. The women's aver- 
age was $2,700. 


The bureau said, the difference 


was even greater between the sex- 
es for all persons with some form 
of income, including full—or part- 
time work .or other remuneration. 


It said 51 million men with some 


form of money income averaged 
•:ti record of $3,400 last year. This 
'.was $2,300 higher than the $1,100 
average estimated for 30 million 
women. 


About four-fifths of men with in- 


come worked at fulltime jobs in 
1955. Some of them, however, 
worked only part of the year. The 
average was 53,900 for those who 
had full-time jobs all or part of the 
year. 


On the other hand, only about 


half of the 30 million women'with 
income worked at full-time jobs 
during all or part of the year and 
for those working the average was 
$2,100 or $1.800 less than for men. 


The record average 
of $3,400 


money income for men was an in- 
crease of about $160 or five per 
cent higher than for the previous 
year. The bureau said this aver- 
age for men has increased by $1,- 
500 or 85 per cent since World 
War H. For women, the increase 
has been $200 or 24 per cent. 


Census said the largest relative 


increases among men went to non- 
farm sales workers and proprie- 
tors whose incomes rose about 16 
per cent—from ?3,900 in 1954 to 
S4.500 in 1955. 


Moderate gains were reported 


for operatives and craftsmen, the 
two largest occupational 
groups 


among men. The average for oper- 


atives rose about 7 per cent, from 
?3,500 to $3,700. The average for. 
craftsmen, the most highly skilled 
"blue collar" w.orkers, increased 3 
per cent, from $4.300 to $4,400. 


Census said there were no sig- 


nificant gains for men in other oc- 
cupational groups.

VA that the lack of progress was 
not due to his own misconduct, 
neglect or lack of application, and 
if he has not changed his pro- 
gram prior to that time 


Q—Are there any restrictions on 


GI insurance that would make the 
policy invalid if the veteran holds 
a hazardous occuption? 


A—There are no such restric- 


tions on GI insurance. The veteran 
may change in any occupation, no 
matter how hazaidous, without 
altering the terms of his policy 
or the amount of his premium. 


Q—Is it possible for a young 


man or woman to take a regular 
high school school education under 
the War Orphans Schooling pro- 
gram? 


A—No. The law prohibits regu- 


lar high school studies under the 
program. Below - college - lc\el 
-courses may be taken only if they 
offer specialized vocational train- 
ing that equips students for a vo- 
cational goal. 


Q—I lost my dischaige fiom the 


Armed Forces. Can VA provide 
me with another? 


A—VA cannot provide you with 


a replacement for your lost dis- 
charge. Instead, you should wirte 
to the Department of Defense, 
Military Personnel Record Center, 
9700 Page Boulevard, St. Louis, 
Mo.

Your Forest Ranger 


By L. E. Stotr 


When, at this time of the year, 


so many Pennsylvanians migrate 
to the desert resorts of the South 
West to escape the snow and cold 
of winter, 
they perhaps fail to 


realize that they are leaving; be- 
hind a 
northern 
desert 
which 


would be just as severe to plant 
life as the true desert if Xatuie 
did not 
piepare 
her woodland 


plants for the long- winter diought. 


The snows of winter seem like 


the very antithesis of the diought 
of a desert, but piling- up to great 
depths on top of the frozen ground 
none of the moisture trapped in 
the tiny snow flakes is available 
to the roots of forest trees until 
the spring thaw permits the snow 
melt to replenish the soil beneath 
All that prevents the Arctic bar- 
ens from becoming- one of the 
world's 
greatest 
deserts is the 


stubbornness of 
the 
pexmafrost 


which prevents proper drainage 
during the brief period of snow 
melt. 


The forests of the 
Allegheny 


Plateau are typical of the tem- 
jerate zone, a zone which is far 


ture from the parched ground, this 
marvelously 
complex 
deciduous 


forest has survived for thousands 
of years, and despite the axe and 
the torcn of man continues to sur- 
vive in a somewhat altered form. 


Beautiful as a forest tree is in 


full leafage, under the blight sun- 
light of a summer sun, it is equal- 


! ly beautiful in its stark naked- 
! ness silhouetted against the win- 
ter's snow In this state of hiber- 
nation it is secuie against 
the 


diought 01 a Northern winter. No 
spiny desert cactus is more im- 
pervious to drouth than a maple 
or an ash stiipped of its leaves, j 
and with its tiunk protected by its 
heavy layer of impervious baik. 
The miniature leaves, which will 
unfold in the spring, are encased 
in the tiny buds and are piotected 
fiom the cold and the drying win- 
ter winds by tough bud scales. 


No natuial anti-fteeze need be 


provided for the tree's water sys- 
tem, for stiipped of its leaves in 
late fall, and with the sap no 
longer coursing thiough its trunk, 
it is impervious to cold.

Maybe Benny Goodman 
wa» swmgier. Maybe Glenn Miller 
had more commercial success. But 
for all-around excellence, you could 
listen to him all night, as we often 
did, and not hear a dull number. 


Hi* band alway« wa« interest- 


ing. Perhaps that was due to the 
personality of the leader himself. 
Most of the swing band leaders 
were rather dull fellows with little 
animation. 
' 


Not Tommy. H« TTSJ a fun-lov- 


ing Irishman who obviously got a 
kick out of making music. Watch- 
ing him cut up on tha bandstand 
was a. show in itself. 


Tha difference between Tommy 


and Pimmy Dorsey was shown in 
their bands. Tommy was an ex- 
trovert, with great energy and en- 
thusiasm. He would drive himself 
on fiva hours of sleep a night and 
drive his band to play beyond its 
capabilities. He constantly sought 
innovations inm usic. 


Jimmy was the Introvert. He 


found a smooth, easy style and 
stuck to it. While 
Tommy was 


having a ball playing one-mghters 
on the road, Jimmy preferred the 
security of backing Bing Crosby 
on his radio show. Jimmy's great 
hits were smooth, easy 
arrange- 


ments like 
"Green 
Eyes" 
and 


"Marie Elena." 
—It wa* inevitable that the two 
brothers couldn't get 
along as 


partners in their younger 
days. 


The split came on May 30, 1935, 
wen their band was playing the 
Glen Island Casino in New York 
They exchanged hot words 
and 


Tommy stalked off the stand. 


"I'm going to start 
my own 


band," he vowed. "I won't give up 
until it's twice as good as his." 


And what a band it was' All 


of the sidemen were great musi- 
cians, including such stars as Bud- 
dy Rich and Ziggy Elman 
The

sembled for a band—Frank Sina- 
tra, Jo Stafford, Connie Haines and 
tha Pied Pipers. 


Having realized his ambition—

Government Boosts Interest 
Rate oh Home Loans 5 Percent 


Washington (-S>)—The govern-. 


n«nt has boosted the interest rate 
»n FHA home loans from 4^2 to 5 
>er cent in a move designed to 
jrim* the dwindling flow of mort- 
gage funds available to prospec- 
ive home buyers. 


The move was denounced by Sen. 


Lehman (D-KY) as an added hard- 
ihip on low and middle income 
groups. H« called for a. congres- 
lional investigation. 


But from another quarter, Rep. 


Barratt O'Hara (D-ni), a mem- 
ber of the House subcommittee on 
housing, luggeHted the possibility 
of congressional action to raise 
the rate on government-guaran- 
teed GI home loans as well. 


The increased interest rate on 


loans insured by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration becomes effec- 
tive Dec. 4 on future FHA com- 
mitments. It was described as "a 
decisive »tep to help home buyers 
to obtain mortgage financing." 


Albert M. Cole, housing and 


home finance administrator, said 
the importance of the government 
action was "manyfold," asserting: 


"Primarily we are thinking in 


terms of people. People in Amer- 
ica want to buy homes and this 
will assist them to get the financ- 
ing they need. 


The practical effect of today's 


action should make it easier to 
get a home loan because of the 
more attractive return to lenders, 
but at the same time means an 
increase of millions of dollars in 
financing costs to future home 
owners. 


Translated Into terms of a ?10,- 


000 26-year mortgage, the half a 
per cent interest hike adds nearly 


5900 in Interest costs" to the .total 
amount of repayment, according 
to FHA figures. 


On such a mortgage the month- 


ly payment would go up 
from 


$55.60 to $58.50, the increase re- 
flecting the higher interest rate. 


The increase in FHA interest 


rates does not effect the *Ms per 
cent rate on GI home loans guar- 
anteed by the Veterana Adminis- 
tration. This rate is fixed by Con- 
gress, and any 
increase would 


have to be approved 
by both 


House and Senate. 


In raising tfi,e possibility 
that 


Congress will follow the action of 
FHA in respect to GI loans, O'- 
Hara told newsmen he expects the 
housing subcommittee to discuss 
such a step before Congress re- 
turns Jan. 3, 


"There IB no question but that 


mortgage money la drying up," 
O'Hara said.

'Harrlsburg—Excessive rains in 
western Pennsylvania counties dur- 
ng the latter part of the potato 
growing season resulted in losses 
rf up to 100 bushels per acre for 
some growers when tubers rotted 
n the ground, the State Depart- 
nent of Agriculture reports. 


In spite of adverse weather con- 


litions, blight 
and 
interrupted 


spraying schedules, a new all-time 
State record average yield of 16o 
jags per acre was established for 
fall potatoes. 


A new record yield per acre was _ 


also established for late summer , 
potatoes, mostly Cobblers, at 170 
bags of 100 pounds each, Federal- 
State surveys disclosed. 


Old records were 154 bags per 


scare for fall potatoes, set in 1954, 
ind 145 bags per acre for 
late 


»ummer varieties, set In 1950 and 
jqualled in 1955. 


Fall spud production estimates 


ts of November 1 are for a total 
Crop of 7,425,000 bags compared 
frith 7,569,000 bags in 1955 and the 
10-year average of 9:051,000 bags. 


This year's Pennsylvania potato 


crop was harvested from the small- 
est 
commercial 
acreage 
ever 


known in the State, according to 
Department records. The total of 
45,000 acres is 7,200 less than in 
1955. 


Dry weather during the second 


Kid third weeks of October " per- 
mitted daily attention t o harvest- 
ing of potatoes and nearly all were 
out of the ground by late October. 
The dry spell was especially wle- 
come in rain-soaked western coun- 
ties. 


Yields apparently were best in 


the York County area. Yields and 
quality were generally good in the 
Lehigh area but some rotting, snail 
Injury and sunburn was.reported. 


Approximately 2,400 persons are
